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Ray and Kathryn Weaver Endowment Fund Report 



As most of you know, there are five Trustees elected by the Congregation to oversee the En- 
dowment Funds on deposit with the Christian Church Foundation. The Trustees for 2010 are 
Don Whitley, President; Homer Green, Vice President; Richard Smith, Secretary; Larry 
Scruggs, Publicist; Bill Scantlin, Treasurer. 

Each year in October the Christian Church Foundation makes a distribution of the earnings of 
the Funds to the Church. The total of the distribution for 2008 and 2009 was $7,344.34. Ac- 
cording to the Endowment Fund policy the distribution is to be divided 30% to the Stewardship 
Committee; 30% to the Outreach Committee; 30% to the Endowment Fund Trustees to ad- 
dress the needs of the church and congregation and 10% for regional programs. 

The following represents how the funds were divided and for what purposes they will be used: 

Stewardship $2,203.31 
Trustees $2,203.30 
Outreach $2,203.30 
Regional Programs $734.43 
$7,344.34 

How the funds will be spent 

Stewardship - To be determined 

Trustees - Help pay for replacement of the speakers for the chimes 

With balance to be used to help pay for lawn care 
Outreach - $100 used for Haiti relief effort - remainder to be determined 
Regional Programs - sent to the regional office DOC

A Gift Anyone Can Make 

Everyone, during their lifetime, accumulates 
"things." Personal property such as vehicles or 
jewelry, real estate, and savings and other finan- 
cial accounts all make up the "stuff" we gather 
during our lifetimes.

Advice from an attorney and other profes- 
sional advisors should be sought when consider- 
ing charitable giving.
